The Atlanta Christian Council Tues- 
lay demanded of Solicitor-General 
ohn A. Boykin the arrest and prose- 
ution of Mayor James L. Key and 
he members of city council who 
voted to approve the so-called beer 
Jegalization ordinance, while - Gover- 
mor Eugene Talmadge, in a definite 
and conclusive statement, announced 
hat he would not call the legislature 
into special session to legalize beer 
or for anything else now or at any 
ime during his present administra- 
jon. 

The solicitor-general would make 
mo comment on the demands of the 
‘hristian Council, although he ad- 
mitted receiving copies of the resolu- 
ion of the group which demanded 
the prosecution of the city officials, as 
yell as the arrest and prosecution of 
very individual and concern: selling 
beer in Atlanta. Immediately follow- 
ing action of the council, Sheriff 
ames I. Lowry, who previously had 
announced that he would not molest 
beer dealers until the test cases were 
lisposed of, sent to the city hall for 
a list of the licenses issued and said 
hat he would immediately launch 
raids against dispensers, : 

When informed of the action of 
he council, Mayor Key said “that 
is just too bad.” When pressed for 

statement, he said: 

“Tt is just too*utterly bad, and that 
s all I have to say.” 

“Shocking Outrage.” 

The resolution of the council, lead- 
ing organization of its kind in the 
city, asserted that the passage of the 
beer ordinance constitutes “a shock- 
ing audacious outrage upon the in- 
tegrity and sanctity of the law. 

Dr. William A. Shelton, pastor of 
Grace Methodist church, member of 
the Atlanta Christian Council and 
chairman of that group's committee 
to draw resolutions against the sale 
of 3.2 -beer, and James Morton, sec- 
retary of the Christian Council, both 
admitted Tuesday that the council is 
not concerned with law enforcement 
but with driving 3.2 beer out of At- 
lanta. 

Dr. Shelton said, in answer to a 
question, that “we are not concerned 
about the past” when asked about 
blue laws and other state law viola- 
tions which have nullified such en- 
actments for years and are still being 
openly violated. 

Mr. Morton said that he “did not 
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with currency. No currency infla- 
tion is involved, rather credit ex- 
pansion is sought, he added. : 

The outstanding government 
bonds will be bought in the open 
market with $25,000,000 fixed for 
the first step. 

The recently enacted legislation 
authorizes $3,000,000,000 of such 
purchases but the secretary said he 
did not believe this would be neces- 
sary. 


PIPING’ CAPTURE 
BY JAPAN'S TROOPS 
EAPEUTED HOURLY 


Terror Holds Sway in 
Ancient Forbidden City 
as Nipponese Close in 
on Determined Chinese. 


TOKYO, May 24.—(7)—The 
foreign office confirmed today re- 
ports that an agreement for a 
Chinese-Japanese truce in the 
north China war zone had been 
reached at Peiping.

PEIPING, May 23.—(UP)—The 

Japanese invading armies battered 


their way toward the gates of Peiping 
tonight and the fall of the ancient 
capital was regarded as only a mat- 
ter of hours. 

The siege was the first foreign at- 
tempt to occupy. Veiping since the 
Boxer uprising in 1900, when forei 
allies seized control and forced the 
Chinese to terms. 

There was no armistice with the 
Japanese, despite reports to. the eon- 
trary. The fighting was within sound 
and almost within sight of the city, 
sending the people into new spasms 
of terror. 

I inspected fhe Chinese defenses in 
the vicinity of Tungchow, 12 miles 
éast of Peiping, just prior to the 
Japanege advance. The Chinese artil- 
lery unit, supported by infantry bri- 
gades, showed no intention of retreat- 


ing. 
: Sees Guns Flash. 
Motoring northward to a point 20 
miles outside Peiping during the aft- 
ernoon I saw the Japanese artillery 
flashes in the east as they laid down 
a barrage in the Tungchow sector.

New York Casts Vote 
Of 20 to 1 For Repeal 


NEW YORK, May 24.—(UP)— 
New York state, veteran of the anti- 
prohibition movement, answered the 
appeal of the democratic administra- 
tion Jeaders for an overwhelming vote 
for prohibition repeal in Tuesday’s 
election by voting approximately 20 
to 1 to repeal the 18th amendment. 

Greater New York, the wet strong- 
hold, cast 44 votes for the ticket of 
150 wet delegates to the state consti- 
tutional convention to every one vote 
for the dry ticket. 

Outside of New York the margins 
were not as large but were surpris- 
ingly heavy. 

At 1 a. m. only two counties, Cort- 
land and Schoharie, seemed headed 
for the dry column. 

At 1 a. m., with approximately half 
of the state’s precincts reported, the 
count stood: 

For repeal of prohibition, 1,079,410. 

Against repeal of prohibition, 
56,165 


Majority for repeal, 1,023,245.

Tanks Urged in Answer 
to British Proposal. 


GENEVA, May 23.—(/)—France 
put a puzzling face to the disarma- 
ment conference today when Foreign 
Minister Paul-Bongour opposed the 
destruction of heavy war material and 
advocated its preservation for use by 
the League of Nations against an ag- 
gressor, 

Destruction of heavy war material 
is provided by the British plan, which 
is supported by the United States, 
Italy and Germany, 


Thus did the foreign minister of 
France revive and give new emphasis 
to the old Tardieu scheme for the 
internationalization of heavy mobile 
guns, tanks and other offensive wea- 
pons. 

A German spokésman, commenting 
afterwards, said that Paul-Boncour’s 
announcement meant that France no 
longer accepts the British project, for 
which she has signified acceptance. 

M. Paul-Boncour explained to the 
conference that the powers which are 
committed to give financial ~ to 
the country which is victim of an 
aggression would avoid waste by turn- 
ing over war materials to the League 
instead of having them manufactured 
anew by or for the state attacked. 

The French minister flatly an- 
nounced that France would not re- 
duce her armaments unless a’ definite 
system of mutual assistance is 
created, 
supervision, of armaments. 

The superyision, he said, must es- 
pecially “cover “armanrents which are 
manufactured in private factories. 

“France firmly hopes, particularly 
after the declarations by Am or. 
Davis, of the United States,” M. 
Paul-Boncour said, that it will be pos- 
sible to create’ a European peace or- 
ganization justifying substantial re- 
duction .of armaments. 

“Destruction of offensive weapons 
would imply abrication by the League 
of Nations, which should be placed 
in a position where it is able to use 
them against states guilty of aggres- 
sion,” 

Before the conference met today, 
the Big Five in secret session with 
President Arthur Henderson decided 
to pursue simultaneously the confer- 
fence discussions of disarmament and 
security.

NEWPORT, R. I., May 23.—(>)— 
Mrs. Eugenia Woodward Jelke, tes- 
tifying in support of her cross-petition 
for divorce, charged her husband to- 
day with a series of physical assaults 
throughout their nine months of mar- 
ried life. 

Her husband, F. Frazier Jelke, 
also heaped continual abuse on her, 
Mrs. Jelke said in Newport county 
superior court. The room was crowded.

child and she-told him. She said he 
responded that it was “ridiculous” and 
that he did not want a child and he 
aes that she undergo an opera- 
ion.

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COUNTY TO RENT 
BOOKS 10 PUPILS 


Adoption of New System 
Will Save Fulton Citi- 
zens $45,000 Annually. 


Adoption of the textbook rental 
system in substitution for the out- 


right sale of textbooks in the Fulton 
county schools, effecting a saving of 
approximately $45,000 a year to pa- 
trons of the schools, was announced 
Tuesday afternoon by the county 
board of education. 

This action was taken on the re- 
port of a special committee, which 
included W. E. Taliaferro, W. P. An- 
derson and Superintendent Jere A. 
Wells. The board requested Superin- 
tendent Wells and his assistants to 
work out a list of books, supplies and 
materials to be furnished in each of 
the grades, and that the supplies and 
=e be purchased on competitive 
ids. 

Fees for white students under the 
new rental system will First 
grade, $2.50; second grade, $3; third 
and fourth grades, $3.50; fifth grade, 
$4; sixth and seventh grades, $4.50. 
In view of the fact that colored chil- 
dren will not use the same amount 
of materials and supplies as white 
children, students in colored schools 
will be charged 60 per cent of. the 
fees set for white students. 

Adoption: of the rental system will 
result in the saving of $2 to $4 per 
pupil, it was said. .The committee 
found that the state law passed in 
1931 requires the county school sys- 
tem to handle the books for-all the 
pupils in the county at cost, and that 
the law gives the state board of edu- 
cation authority to. determine the 
method of distribution when it is 
placed into effect. “We also find that 
the adoption for the Fulton county 
school system, which expires in June 
of this year, requires this system to 
use the uniform state adopted books, 
and is practically a total change of 
textbooks to those now in use in this 
system,” the committee said. “To re- 
quire \all/ children to purchase these 
books would undoubtedly work a 
greater hardship on the parents 
would the rental system.

U.S. TO REIMBURSE 
COTTON GROWERS 


Tarver Heads Group 
Presenting Request to 
Morgenthau ffor Pay 
Under Crop Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—(>)— 
Four Georgia representatives today 
laid before Chairman Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr., of the farm board, a request 
that cotton growers be fully reim- 
bursed under the original agreement 
through which they turned their crop 
over to marketing associations before 
the board takes over the cotton held 
by the American Cotton Co-operative 
Association for its indebtedness to the 
board. 

Representative Tarver, democrat, 
Georgia, told newspapermen the Amer- 
ican Cotton Co-vperative Association— 
intermediary between the farm board 
and the state associations—“doubtless 
has squandered quite a lot of the 
money it received collectively” in tak- 
ing over the southern staple. 

He said when the growers deposited 


their cotton with state co-operatives, 
which has in turn turned over to the 


j} association, it was with the agreement 


the growers would get 90 per cent of 
the product’s value at the time of the 
agreement, 

The farm board, he said, did give to 
the association 90 per cent of the total 
value of. the cotton it had thus ac- 
— but in many instances, in- 

ividual growers received not more 
than 40 or 50 per cent, and others 
doubtless more than the 90 per cent 
Oa vee supposed to get. ; 

e move by the representatives— 
Tarver and Owen—is 
en é made to the 
short growers from funds under the 
new farm bill. Tarver said Morgen- 
thau was having a brief prepared on 
the legal aspect of the case, and also 
had promised to consider their plea 
from its moral viewpoint. A reply was 
expected from Morgenthau this week. 

Calls for informal meetings of pro- 
ducers, processors and handlers of 
wheat and cotton will be issued before 
the end of the week by administrators 
of the new farm adjustment act.

Bolivia in Readiness 
For Gran Chaco Drive 


ASUNCION, Paraguay, May 23.— 
(P)—Commencement of Bolivia’s long- 
awaited drive on the Gran Chaco 
battlefront was indicated today when 
the Paraguayah war ministry an- 
nounced fighting around Herrera may 
make that battle one of the major 
engagements of the conflict. 

Fort Arce, about 70 miles north 
of the Pilcomayo river, was expected 
to be the initial objective of the 
Bolivian drive. 

Colonel Estigarribia, Paraguayan 
commander in the Chaco, reported 
that Bolivian operations begun May 
17 against Herrera have cost the at- 
tackers at least 1,000 dead in 15 re- 
pulsed attacks. 

Paraguyans have also claimed to 
have repulsed repeated attacks at 
Alihuata, counting 100 dead after 
one engagement, 


Morgans Still Guided 
By Character of Men 


WASHINGTON, May 23 —( UP) 
The influential house of Morgan 
continues to base its faith in the 
character of man. 

In 1912: the elder J. P. Morgan 
testifying before the famous house 
Pujo money trust investigating com- 
mittee, declared he frequently lent 
more than a million dollars to a 
man who hadn't a penny and that 


he wouldn't lend a penny to a man 
he didn’t trust although “backed by 
all the bonds in christendom.” 

Today. 21 years later, his son sat 
cooly before another congressional 
investigating committee. He was be- 
ing questioned about loans made 
which he admitted did not vow have 
sufficient collateral behind them. 

Defending these loans, Morgan 
said today: 

“They are friends of ours. They're 
good fellows. We trust them.”

bill designed io safeguard the deposits 
of money earners and give assurance 
that federal reserve member banking 
will be strictly separated from specu- 
lative operations. } 

e house bill now goes to the 
senate where its companion.measure 
already bag been made. unfinished 
business. The vote was 262 to 19. 

The senate adopted the conference 
report on the administration bill to 
regulate the sale of securities. This 
completed congressional action, the 
house having approved the report yes- 
terday. 

There was not even the formality of 
a roll call when the reform bill was 
passed and sent to the senate, where 
its companion measure is unfinished 
business, Just as a test of strength, 
however, there was a last rising vote 
—showing only 19 members against 
the measure and 262 for it. 

Broad in its terms, the bill as yet 
faces an uncertain future. Despite the 
strong support of Senator Glass, dem- 
ocrat, Virginia, in the senate, it has 
pot yet been miade a part of the Roose- 
velt program for the emergency ses- 
sion, Advocates of the measure con- 
tend, nevertheless, that the adminis- 
tration would not oppose its enact- 
ment, : 

As it passed the house, the bill

TAX DODGE IS SEEN

WASHINGTON, May 23.—(UP)— 

J. P. Morgan, power in international 
finance and one of the world’s richest: 
men, revealed today to the senate 
banking committee that he has paid 
no income tax for the last three years, 
He reported no net taxable income in 
1930, 1931 and 1932. 
_ Further, the committee learned as 
it began its inquiry into the famed 
house of Morgan that none of the 20 
partners, all in the blue book. of fi- 
nance, had paid income tax in 1931 
and 1952. : 

To climax the series of startling dis- 
closures during the day it was reveal- 
ed Morgan and Company had reported 
a loss of $21,071,862 for a two-day 
period on January 2,. 1931. In this 
way the firm was able to extend those 
losses, as of the year 1930, over 1932 
and 1933 -under the income tax laws, 
This extension of losses, it was point- 
ed out, will permit it ‘to offset them 
against gains made next year when 4 
business recovery is predicted.

Tom -Mooney’s long-hoped-for trial on 
an old indictment in connection with 
the bembing of the 1916 Preparedness 
Day parade, got under way today, 
with the first session devoted to an 
unsuccessful attempt to get a jury 
from the initial panel of. 46 venire- 
men. 

The prosecution accepted jurors as 
drawn and’ intended .to present no 
evidence. The proceedings moved 
briskly. along in the court of Su- 
perior Judge Louis H. Ward. 

Mooney, florid and quiet, sat with 
his attorpeys, headed by the veteran 
Frank P. Walsh. Among the specta- 
tors was the aged mother, Mary 
Mooney, and Meoney's wife, Rena. 

Mooney had been brought to the 
county jail here a few days ago from 
San Quentin, where he has been serv- 
ing a life sentence for conviction at 


his first trial for bombing the 1916, 


ts ye which resulted in loss of 10 
ives. 

Straight through, without any time 
out for lunch, until the panel had been 
exhausted was the rigor that Judge 
Ward applied to the opening day of 
the trial. Even an intimation of a 
motion for a lunch recess was’ de- 
nied, and “when adjournment ‘w4s 
taken for the day 35 of the 46 tales- 
men in the panel had been excused 
either for cause or by peremptory 
challenze. Of the 11 remaining in 
the jury box, seven were women. A 
ne** panel was ordered for tomorrow. 

The trial opened after a last-min- 
ute legal objection had been swept 
aside yesterday by the state supreme 
court, which rejected an application 
of John O’Gara, law professor and 
taxpayer, for a writ of mandate to 
compel Judge Ward to dismiss the 
indictment. 


MIDWEST TORNADOES 
FATAL TO 13 PERSONS 


KANSAS CITY, May 23.—(/)— 

Ninetgen persons were killed by tor- 
nadoes and heavy gales which yester- 
day caused damage to buildings and 
crops estimated at several millions of 
dollars in widely scattered localities in 
Nebraska, Kansas, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Montana, Minnesota 
and Colorado. 

Scores of others were seriously in- 
jured and many were homeless, The 
Red Cross dispatched workers ftom 
St. Louis today to Liberal. Kas., 
where four persons were killed, 40 
others were in hospitals seriously in- 
jured and numerous residences and 
business buildings razed. Unofficial 
estimates meee, the property loss in 
Liberal at $1,000,000. 

The Mandan, N. D., Red Cross sent 
first-aid equipment to the vicinity of 
New Leipzig, where four children were 
killed by a tornado which also visited 
the communities of Elgin, Bentley and 
Brisbane. 

A destructive wind, accompanied by 
rain and hail, spread damage to crops, 
buildings and transmission [lines in 
Minnesota, and a 60-mile an hour gale 
whipped across the western Nebraska 
prairies. 

The gale followed winds which last 
night caused the death of nine 
Nebraskans, injured 30 others, and 
battered down many buildings at 
North Platte, Tryon, Dix and Valen- 
tine,

COBB WELL QUALIFIED. 

The designation of C. A. Cobb, 
of Atlanta, as administrator of the 
cotton section of the agricultural 
relief act, puts this vitally impor- 
tant work in the hands of a man 
fully and soundly familiar with the 
problems of cotton production. 

A native of a cotton-growing 
state, born in Tennessee, Mr. Cobb 
has devoted years to the study of 
southern agriculture. His first 
work was as a member of the agri- 
cultural extension forces of Missis- 
sippi, and since 1919 he has been 
editor of one of the ranking south- 
ern farm publications. 

Mr. Cobb’s recognized ability 
and long connection with the agri- 


In a recent addres# in New York, 
Miss Perkins, in advocating the ad- 
vantage that would accrue from 
building up the purchasing power 
of the masses, cited the south as a 
market for shoes, saying: 

Those of you who have lived all 
your lives in communities where the 
wearing of shoes is a commonplace, 
have, perhaps, forgotten hew impor- 
tant and significant a social contri- 
bution are shoes. 

When you realize the whole south 
of this country is an untapped mar- 
ket for shoes, you realize we haven't 
yet reached the end of the social bene- 
fits and the social goods that may 
come from the further development 
of the mass production system on a 
basis of consuming power in the south 
which will make possible the univer- 
sal use of shoes in the south. 

The south is not more backward 


in the use of footwear than any 
other section of the Union. 
Miss Perkins need have gone no 


further than to President Roosevelt, 
in whose cabinet she serves, to dis- 
cover that she has an erroneous 
conception of conditions in the 
south, which is not an “‘unshod”’ 
section. 


In the warm summers of the 
south many of our children go bare- 
footed, as they have done for -gen- 
erations and just as is done by the 
children of every other section of 
the country. But it is no more a 
custom with our adults than it is in 
other sections. 


Miss Perkins, of course, meant 
no intentional injustice to the 
south, but ‘the public display of 
such ignorance of conditions in this 
section is, to say the least, surpris- 
ing from a member of a cabinet 
whose chief is a part-time resi- 
dent, and a loyal booster, of the 
south, 

It is a pity that this high-ranking 
federal woman official has not such 
information concerning this section 
as appears in-a recent article by 
Professor Malcom Keir, of the chair 
of economics of Dartmouth Col- 
lege, in thé Christian Science Moni- 
tor, of Boston. 


The attractive picture of the 
-south and its opportunities, pre- 
sented in this article, is much more 
in keeping with the truth than the 
“‘shoeless” land described by Miss 
Perkins. So forceful and accurate 
is Professor Keir’s comment that it 
is reproduced in full elsewhere on 
this page. 

As Professor Keir points out, the 
greatest opportunities in factory, 
field and commerce that exist any- 
where in the Union are now to be 
found in the south, and the coun- 
try is beginning to find this out. 


Western farmers now struggling 
to make a living on lands valued at 
from $300 to $700 an acre, could 
raise in the south more and better 
crops on lands purchasable at from 
$5 to $10 an acre, or less. Here 
is a golden opportunity for thou- 
sands of western farmers who can- 
not make a living on $700 or $900- 
an-acre land and who are now bur- 
dened with impossible mortgage 
loans. 

Especially does the south offer 
opportunity for prosperous effort 
in the development.of the dairying 
and live stock industries. Great 
tracts of land are now lying idle on 
which herds can graze for the year 
‘round and on which othér condi- 
tions are infinitely better than in 
the western states, now the center 
of the milk and meat-producing in- 
dustries. 

These opportunities exist despite 
the fact that in the last quarter of 
a century no section ofthe country 
has undergone a more marked agri- 
cultural, industrial and commercial 
development. 

The story of this development is 
to be found in the records of-the 
labor department, over which Miss 
Perkins presides.

Does that not rather 
prove the reverse of the fright theory 
in showing us Yapoleon, as he real- 
ly was, a ruthless, hard-headed dic- 
tator, who fully believed in his des- 
tiny and did not allow little things 
like physical fear stand in his way?

MENTAL POWER AND NERVE 
ENERGY 


A nervous correspondent protests 
the teaching that nervous energy, 
nerve or mental power, nerve force 
isn’t, and that consequently there can 
be no strain of mind or nerves, no 
mental or nerve exhaustion, or nerv- 
out breakdown, The correspondent 
says I contradict myself when I as- 
sert that “to the best of our knowl- 
edge the functioning of the brain, 
mind or nerves involves so little ex- 
penditure of energy, 8o little metab- 
olism, as to be practically negligible 
in that respect.” That, says the nerv- 
ous one, is tantamount to admitting 
that there is a little nervous energy. 
The. correspondent hastens to assure 
“nervous” individ- 
uals are fond of the equivocal form 
of signature, such as R. Roe, rather 
than Richard or Rosie Roe) is not as 
highly educated as I am, hence can- 
not speak with authority... 

This is not a question of authority, 
that is, opinion. “ It is a question of 
fact. Any textbook of physiology will 
enable you to speak with as much au- 
thority as any other human being has. 

There is no contradiction in the 
facts I have given, as the correspond- 
ent quotes them. Where there is life, 
some energy is being expended, some 
combustion is going on. No function 
occurs without the expenditure of 
energy. Not “nerve energy” or “brain 
power.” Just energy—identical with 
the energy: you expend in lifting a fin- 
ger or swinging a leg or eating your 
dinner or running a race or yelling at 
the umpire or playing the tuba or 
writing home for money. Evéry beat 
of the heart, every breath you draw. 
is at the expense of energy. The di- 
estion of a soft poiled egg is effected 
. the expenditure of seme energy. 
The working out of a problem or the 
concocting of a plot or the addition of 
a column of figures invelves the ex- 
penditure of the same energy, and nu- 
merous scientific measurements have 
shown that so-called brain work, pro- 
longed concentration on study, uses 
up so little energy that it is scarcely 
appreciable. The energy the body 
gains from the assimilation of the 
food in half a peanut will run the 
brain for hours at high tension. 

So it is plumb silly to imagine that 
anybody can really suffer from nerve 
or mental exhaustion or breakdown 
from “overwork” or “overstudy” or 
“business responsibilities” or “domes- 
tic cares” or “worry” or anything 
like that. Not as long as there is# 
enough energy left to lift a finger or 
put one foot before the other. 

There are just two classes of peo- 
ple who have “nervous breakdown,” 
crooks and fools. The crooks have 
it because it is a grand little scheme 
to dodge responsibility or punishment 
when they find they are at the end of 
their tether. The fools have it be- 
cause they don’t know any bettér, and 
their quack doctors know they don’t.

“‘Now---Go South, Young Man” 


By MALCOLM KEIR, 
Professor of Economics, Dartmouth College, 
(In the Christian Science Monitor. ) 


The famous Greeley advice to young 
men to go west, must in our times be 
redirected, for the economic frontier 
of the United States no longer lies 
in the west but in the south. Projects 
such as President Roosevelt's Ten- 
nessee valley development plan re- 
emphasize this. 

From the miseries of past depres- 
sions the western frontiers have fur- 
nished much of the relief;*from our 
existing economic confusion an ad- 
vance -in the south may go far to- 
ward affecting a readjustment. If 
America could add a dollar a week to 
the consuming power of the popula- 
tion of its south much of the present 


slack in business would be taken up |}, 


and if it could make the addition a 
dollar a day the nation’s business 
would take a decided spurt toward 
prosperity. To produce this change 
it is necessary to-encourage the indus- 
trialization alvendy well n in the 
south, and to increase the diversifica- 
tion of the occupations of its people. 

Pessimists will declare that any 
such program is futile because the 
present depression is due to excess 
productive capacity, and that the in- 
dustrialization of the south as far as 
it has gone, has been responsible for 
overproduction in some types of man- 
ufacture. To this there are two an- 
swers. 

In general there cannot be any such 
thing as overproduction so long as hu- 
man wants are unsatisfied. In _ the 
power is lower than 
in the industrially diversified north; 
in any one of 16 southern states the 
wage earners get $11 a weak less than 
in a more economically balanced state 
such as Illinois or Ohio. - Increase the 
number of jobs and both wages and 
consumption will advance. 

In particular, further industrializa- 
tion of the south will hot mean a 
mere exchange of location of certain 
industries with no national gain. At 
present the south cannot buy its own 
production and this excess product in 
consequence competes with like pro- 
duction in the north; but if the south 
could gain purchasing power it would 
buy more both of its own and the 
north’s production. The same would 
be true of the north; it would have a 
larger market in the south, and would 
be relieved of some of the south’s com- 
petition in the northern markets. 


Before setting forth the opportuni- 
ties that exist in the south, it is well 
to sean what the south has already 
done for itself. Everyone knows that 
the south has taken quantitative lead- 
ership in the manufacture of cotton 
textiles and is active in the associated 
fields of rayon and knitting. Yet, 
more wage earners are engaged in oth- 
er southern enterprises than in tex- 
tile manufacture. Aside from to- 
bacco manufacture there is rising 
there a great furniture industry as 
well as other woodworking énter- 
prises; these are based, of course, on 
the south’s great lumber activities. 
In the “heavy” trades the south is 
notable for its iron and steel, petrol- 
eum and natural gas, coal and copper 
mining, and fertilizer, for all of which 
it has rich resources. Besides these 
the sonth is a considerable manufac- 
turer of clothing, shoes, paper, glass. 
pottery, sugar, and cottonseed  by- 
products. In agriculture, in addition 
te the world leadership in cotton the 
south has a very extensive truck crop 
industry and, in Florida, citrus fruit 
orchards. 

With this array of accomplishments, 
what is left for the young man as 
means to gain his fortune? In agri- 
culture a promising future awaits him 
who extends the south’s animal indus- 
tries. Diversification of agriculture 
to break the grip of King Cotton lonz 
has been preached in the south, and 
of recent years, since the depredations 
of the boll weevil, the ponderant 
attention to cotton alone has been les- 
sened. Moreover in the experiments 
toward diversification some vertures 
have been made in animal culture. 
But cattle and hog raising upon an 
extensive scale are far from the rule 
in the south. 

Once, before the Revolution, much 
of the Piedmont section was operated 
as a cattle range, with cowboys, 
“roundups,” branding and other fea- 
tures associated in most minds with 
the wild west; but after Whitney's gin 
the Piedmont forsook catfle for cot- 
ton. The climate of most of the south 
is better adapted to cattle farming 
than are the places where t of the 
nation’s beef is on: the Blizzards, 
sand storms and drouth are not haz- 
ards in the south, and the winters are 
mild enough so that expensive barns

More shoe factories and tanneries 
could be established, especially if the 
south expands its cattle industry and 
abattoirs to afford.a supply of hides. 
If the shoe factories do increase, then 
shoe machinery or machinery service 
producers must seek the south. Along 
with the key industries there can be 
an expansion of the by-products of 
each of them. Thus the iron and steel 
mills can support Portland cement 
mills; the abattoirs could have a 
swarm of satellite enterprises; and 
the coal. mines might be the. basis of 
as many as 500 by-product enter- 
prises. The key industries themselves 
are capable of much greater growth. 
For example, the cotton textile mills 
have rather neglected the Ozark re- 
Ge. although it is on the path from 

xas cotton to St. Louis distributors. 


A new era in the south may be 
near at hand. President Roosevelt is 
sympathetic toward projects that will 
tend to bring about new opportunities 
in the south: His own frequent trips 
to Warm Springs, with men from over 
the nation, have the effect of focusing 
attention upon the south. In addition 
congressional leaders in the imme- 
diate future will comprise an unusual 
number of southerners; these doubt- 
less will be interested in facilitating 
benefits for their home regions. The 
south has a third of the states and 
about one-fourth of the ple of the 
nation. Anything that improves the 
economic welfare of such a large seg- 
ment of the country cannot fail to 
benefit both directly and indirectly the 
entire union.

the committee, I ve ventured to 
frame 2 brief statement of my views 
on the stbject of the duties and uses 
. of private bankers, which I hope the 
committee will receive as an outline 
and, if it so desires, discuss with me 
or with some of my partners: 

“In the first place. what- are thé 
. differences between the rights and 


e exsvienes of a private bankers angan 


ncorporated bank? ‘ 

“As I see it, they consist chiefly in 
the fact that an incorporated bank 
receives from the government, federal 
or state, from which its ‘charter 
comes, certain privileges, and for.those 


perrileges it has to conform to certain 


en, eee. rl the govern- 
ment, applying only to the incorporat- 
ed bank’s business. ay 

“The private banker has none of 
these privileges, but as he does not 
have to conform to any special gov- 
ernment regulation, he has a some- 
what greater freedom of action. 

private banker is a member of 
a profession which has been practiced 
since the middle ages. 

“In the process of time there has 
grown up a code of professional ethics 
and customs, on. the ‘observance of 
which depend his reputation, his for- 
tune and his usefulness to the com- 
munity in which he works. 

“Some private bankers, as indeed 
is the case in some of the other pro- 
fessions, are not as observant of this 
code as they should be, but if, in the 
exercise of his profession, the private 
banker disregards this code, which 
conld never be expressed in legisla- 
tion; but has a’ foree far greater than 
any law, he will sacrifice his credit. 


Stresses Credit. 


“This credit is his most valuable 

ssion; it is the result of years of 

thir and honorable dealing and, while 

it may be quitkly lost, once Jost can- 

not be restored for a long time, if 
ever. 

“The banker must at all times so 
conduct himself as to justify the con- 
fidence of his clients in him and thus 
preserve it for his successors. 

“If I may be permitted to speak of 
the firm, of which I have the honor 
to the senior partner, I should 
state that at all times the idea of ‘do- 
ing only first-class business, and that 
in a first-class way, has been” before 
our minds, 

“We. have never been satisfied with 
simply keeping. within: the law, but 


have constantly sought'so to act that |: 


we might fully observe the profes- 
sional code, and.so maintain the credit 
and reputation which has been. hand- 
ed down to us from our predecessors 
in the firm. 

“Since; we have no more power of 
knowing the: future than any. other 
men, we have made many mietakes 
(who has. not during the past five 
years?). but our mistakes have. been 
errors of judgment and not of prin- 
ciple, 
“Another most important duty of 
the private banker is toa take special 
.care that his banking position in re- 
gard to his depositors is at all times 
sufficiently strong, knowing as he does 
that none of the aids provided by the 
government for incorporated banks, 
such as the federal reserve system or 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, are at his disposal. 


“The private banker has at -least 
one other duty: He must be ready 
and willing at all times to give dis- 
interested advice to his clients to the 
best of his ability. If he feels unable 
to give this advice without réferring 


to his. own interests he must frankly 


SAY 80, 

“The belief in the integrity of his 
advice is a great part of the credit of 
which I have spoken above, as. being 
the best possession of any firm. 

“So far as to the duties, I will now 
pass on to the uses of private bank- 


ers. 
Private Banking Uses. 

“These seem to me to be closely re- 
lated to the fact that, as they. are 
risking their own money and doing 
their own work, they may properly 
undertake certain responsibilities and 
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‘there is again a legitimate demand for 


‘securities 


businesses which the management of 
an incorporated bank might not be 
justified in dealing with. 

ae cet to the paramount need of 
keeping their banking position toward 
| depositors sound and liquid, they 
can in-a very prompt and effective 
way assist in the dev it of the 
industries and productions of this 


largely industrialized world. ae 


“They can also come to the aid of 
a general situation, or of their friends 
and clients, in.times of panic and dis- 
tress, to an extent that an tmecorporat- 
ed bank might well feel it had no right 
to do with its stockholders’ napney. 

“Another very important use of the 
private banker is to serve as a ¢han- 
nel whereby. industry may be pro- 
vided with .capital to. meet its needs 
for expansion and development. 

“To. this end the private banker 
can serve well, since, as he has at 
stake not only-his clients’ interest but 
his own reputation, he is likely to be 
specially. careful. 

Continuing Obligation. 


_“If he makes a public sale and puts 
his own name at the foot of the pros- 
pectu® he: has a continuing obligation 
of the strongest kind to see, so far ts 
he can, that nothing is done which 
will interfere with the full carrying 
out by the obligor of the contract with 
the. holders of the security. To. ac- 
complish this it is frequently desirable 
that the private banker should be a 
director of the company, the securi- 
ties of which he has sold. 

“As to the charge that is frequent- 
ly and, as I believe, carelessly made 
that bankers force their way into 
boards of directors, I ean only say 
that, -in my experience of: over 40 
years, I can not remember any part- 
ner of the house taking a directorship 
except at the earnest request of the 
board of directors of the company. in 
question. It is often useful forthe di- 
rectors of a company who are not fi- 
nancial experts to-have an expert of 
that sort, in whom they hve confi- 
dence, at hand for consultation.. This 
is why I regret the tendency of so 
much present day legislation which 
endeavors to prevent bankers from 
being directors of one thing or an- 
other, or which throws on directors 
such liabilities for errors for’ which 
they could not be responsible as to 
make it too dangerous for any man of 
experience or means ( assume such 
responsibilities. 


Capital Essential. 


“We must not lose sight of the fact 
that the steady supply of capital for 
industry is an essential of our system, 
and that anything which may hinder 
the’ flow. of such a supply, or need- 
lessly diminish the confidence of the 
investor in ‘the safety of his invest- 
ments, is undesirable. 

“At the present moment, owing to 
the destruction of confidence in this 
time of depression, there is no flow of 
capital into industries, and conse- 
quently no investment possible for the 
savings of the people which are turned 
over daily to savings banks and in- 
sirance companies to be invested. 

“Just at present these are the only 
sources from which industry can ob- 
tain its needed capital, as the sav- 
ings of the incomes of private per- 
sons have been so greatly reduced by 
the depression. and by the extreme 
weight of taxation on incomes and 
estates; and as the depression, for the 
first time,*as far as I know, in the 
history of the world, is so wide- 
spread, no.country’can lend money in 
any other.” 

“Though, at the present time, there 
is no demand for capital for indus- 
try; this condition will pass, and we 
should not by any “means force the 
organization for distribution of se- 
curities .out of business,. lest, when 


capital, it be found that the machin- 
ery of distribution hagd@isappeared, 

“No private banker, Where he is 
(as we are) a wholesale merchant of 
or whether. he deals di- 
rectly with the ultimate investor, could 
continue in the business if he had 
no other sort of business to fall back 
on in such times as the present. 

Question of Deposits. 

“The question has been raised 
whether a private banker should be 
permitted to accept deposits. The 
laws of the state of New York very

The.bulk of our depasits has come 
from.our having done work for some

rhe for coupons, or the custodians 
of. sinking. funds. If we, for instance, 
should. be deprived of the right to re- 
ceive deposits which- clients wish - to 
leaye with us, we should very probably 
have to disband a large part of our 
organization and thus should--be less 
able to renders in the future that im- 
portant service. in the supply of cap- 
ital for the development of the coun- 
try which we have rendered in the 
past, 

“In regard to the presence of pri- 
vate bankers on the boards: of direc- 
tors of other banking institutions, I 
believe is to be true that none of the 
directorships held by any private 
banker in other banking: institutions 
is held at his request, but because of 
the strong desire of those in charge 
of the institution of which he becomes 
a director. This certainly is the case 
in our own office and I believe in 
other cases, too, although.* of course, 
I cannot speak ‘for anybody but our 
own fitm. Personally, I.have always 
been averse to banking directorships 
for my ‘partners, but I feel con- 
strained reluctantly to consent, be- 
cause of my belief that it is one of 
the duties. of a private banker to be 
of use in the general affairs of the 
community and that the only way 
people can be helped is in the way 
they wish to be helped. 

Must Serve Friends. 

“Therefore, if friends in whom we 
have confidence ask us to serve them 
by. advising with them, we are bound 
to give them the best advice we can. 

“No law could prevent anyone from 

discussing problems with, and seeking 
advice from, friends in whose judg- 
ment he has a confidence which is 
the result of years of experience and 
co-operation, and I do not see any 
need for legislation which makes such 
consultation more difficult. 
_ “The private banker is also useful 
in offering a sort of neutral territory 
where, at‘ times, the management of 
the incorporated. banks:may meet and 
discuss the general problems without 
rivalry or competition. 


“I believe if you .were to ask the 
heads of all the great banks in New 
York who have had experience of both 
good and bad times, you would be as- 
sured that the private bankers, by of- 
fering that neutral ground, have 
Served a very useful purpose, and 
would have been much missed had 
they been forced out of business by 
law, either state or federal. 


“To sum up, I:state without hesi- 
tation that I consider the private 
banker a national asset and not a na- 
tional danger. 


“As to the theory that he may be- 
come too powerful, it must be remem- 
bered that any power which he has 
comes, not from ‘the possession of 
large means, but from the eenfidence 
of people in his character and credit, 
and that that power, having no force 
to back it, would despair at once if 
people thought that the character Aad 
changed or ‘the credit‘ had diminished 
—not financial credit, but that wich 
comes from the respect and csteem of 
the community.”

With’ seveh announced candidates 
already in the race for congress to 
succeed the late Charles H. Brand,

Harris, member of the Geor- 
gia legislature from Richmond coun- 
ty; Paul Brown, prominent Elberton 
lawyer, and Mrs. A. a of 
Warren county, on T issued 
statements regardivg their candela 
and setting forth their platforms in 
detail. Other announced candidates are 
Representative J. L. Cartledge, of 
Richmond county; Miles Collier, of 
Madison county; Mayor D. Talmadge 
Bowers, of Cannon. 

A new name was added to the list 
of possible candidates when friends of 
Thomas J. Hamilton, veteran editor 
of the Augusta Chronicle, began a 
movement to rsuade him to make 
the race. The fist of possibilities also 
includes Dr. Andrew M. Soule, presi- 
dent of the State College of Agricul- 
ture at Athens, whose job was abolish-

into the State University; M. Pem- 
broke Pope, of Washington, former 
Georgia governor of Kiwanis and 
prominent farmer; Abit Nix, of 
Athens, who was a candidate for gov- 
ernor in the last campaign; Hamilton 
McWhorter, president of the state 
senate; Walter McDonald, of Aun- 
gusta, member of the Georgia public 
service commission; J. C. McAuliffe, 
of Augusta: former Governor Thomas 
W. Hardwick; Thomas J. Shackleford 
and Lamar Rucker, both of Athens; 
J. AH. Skelton Jr., and Solicitor-Gen- 
eral A. 8. Skelton, of Hartwell: Orrin 
Robert, of Monroe, and State Senator 
J. T. Sisk, of Elberton. 

‘Brewn in Race. 

ELBERTON, Ga., May 23.—Paul 
Rrown, of Elberton, is a candidate to 
fill the unexpired term in congress of 
the late Charles Hillyer Brand from 
the tenth district. 

He was born and reared on a farm 
in Hart county. After graduating in 
law at the University of Georgia and 
heing admitted to the bar, he prac- 
ticed his profession for several years 
at Lexington and represented Ogle- 
thorpe county in the general assembly 
of GéOrgia. Later, he moved to Elber- 
ton and is now one of the leading 
lawyers of his city and section.

NEW YORK, May 23.—4)—Mop- 
ping his round face with a Turkish 
towel, Babe Ruth turned to Manager 
Joe MeCarthy as they sat on. the 
bench before today’s game with Cleve- 
land and remarked: 

“T feet like 1 might bust one today 
and get around those bases, Joe. I’m 
way overdue.” 

Whereupon the great man strode to 
the plate in the first inning and, with 
the count three and two, “busted one”’ 
high into the right field bleachers. 
The Babe's first homer since April 
80, ending the longest drought he has 
experienced while with the Yankees, 
simultaneously putting an abrupt end 
to talk about Ruth's eyes going back 
on him in the-20th major league cam- 
paign. 

“That’s a lot of bunk,” .tthe Babe 
remarked himself, upou hearing re- 
ports he was becoming astigmatic. 
Across the field, when the same sub- 
ject was mentioned, Billy Evans, gen- 
eral manager of the Cleveland club, 
added: “That's nothing for the Babe 
to worry about. You know, Ty Cobb 
for years had pronounced astigma-

Just 20 years ago, in the United States open held at Brookline, prac- 
tically all the closing excitement was centered around Harry Vardon, Ted 
Ray and Francis Quimet, who finished in a triple tie. 

It was from this championship that Francis Ouimet leaped to sudden 
fame by beating out the two British pro aces. 

Few know that, with only seven holes left after a 65-hole match, a 
young Rochester professional by the name of Walter Hagen had a good 
chance to beat all three until he missed a brassie shot at a critical spot. 


That same Hagen came along to 
win the title a year later at Midlo- 
thian, Chicago, leading Chicks Evans 
in a wild pace down the stretch, 

It has been 14 years since Wal- 
ter Hagen won his last United 
States open at Braeburn, but he 
has won the British open four 
times since the date and has add- 
ed almost every other title known 
to golf. 

And now, hitting the ball up to the 
pin better than he did 19 years ago 
when he won in Chicago, he will 
make another desperate bid in a city 
which has always been one of his 
lucky battlefields and has always giv- 
en him full suppert. 


Hagen’s Outlook. 


From tee to green with wood and 
iron, Hagon today is as good as he 
ever—through a brilliant career. 

But some strange fashion 
he has lost the old putting art 
that put him in the class with 
Jerry Travers, Walter J. Travis 
and by Jones as one of the 
four greatest putters in the 
world. 

In one fairly 
ment I saw him on two successive 
holes lash out two fine drives, lay 
two approaches within less than four 
feet of the cup—and then blow both 
putts, 

The wear and tear on wrist 
nerves, on putting nerves, is the 
main answer for this lapse. Ask 
any of those who battle from one 
tournament to another, year after 
year.

IN 500-MILE nA 
IS ANNOUNCED 


Drivers Gloomy as Presi- 
dent Limits Each to 
Six Gallons. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 23.—2)— 
Gloom invaded some garages at the 
Indianapolis motor speedway today 
when E. V. Rickenbacker, president, 
informed drivers that the new rule 
limiting cars to six gallons of oil in 
the 500-mile automobile race next 
Tuesday will not be modified. 

Some of the speedsters have con- 
sumed alarming amounts of oil in the 
practice runs and im the qualifying 
tests that began last Saturday. Ap- 
peal of a few of the drivers toe icken- 
backer met with disfavor, so they re 
turned to their cars today determined 
to do the best they can. 


In past races here some of the cars 

have used up to 40 gallons of oil] in 
| 500 miles. ision to put on a six- 
gallon limit was made by the officials 
for two reasons: To eliminate oil 
spilling on the frack and to encourage 
tter engineering. 
Gasoline mileage tests also have 
added to the ordeals of drivers and me- 
chanies this spring. With the size 
of the fuel tank limited to 15 gallons, 
mileage has become an important fac- 
tor. Most of the drivers hope to 
make tbo more than three pit stops 
for gasoline, and with that in mind 
they have been trying to get a mini- 
mum of 12 miles to the gailon at the 
speed they expect to race. 

If speed made in the qualifying 
trials to date means anything in so far 
as the race itself is concerned, there 
is a good chance for the record of 
104.144 rmilex an hour made by Fred 
Frame last year to be bettered. 

Six drivers have bettered the top 
speed made in last year’s qualifying 
runs, when Lou Moore, of Los An- 
geles. won the pole position with 
117.363 miles an hour. Wild Bill 
Cummings. of Indianapolis, with 
118.521, will have that post this year. 

This years top qualifying speeds 
are declared by speedway officials to 
be all the more remarkable because 
they were made over a 25-mule course. 
whereas they were for only 10 miles 
in 1932.

Now that Hollywood is in the grip 
of the third producer move to straight- 
en out its financial difficulties to the 
satisfaction of all (producers), I am 
minded of a brief but meaty interview 
I recently had with Harry Cohn, the 
man who made money—a_ million 
dollars to be specific—in this last fa- 


tal cinema year. 

The latest producer move deals with 
cameramen—and with unions—and 
with contracts offered to cameramen. 
The contracts are for one year with 
a slight increase on the option at the 
end of that time—they have been of- 
fered only to those extra-able men 
who are kept busy all the time any- 
way and they mean very little on 
the face of it and a good deal on the 
deep-sea angie. If the cameramen sign 
such contracts, thereby throwing down 
their unit as a whole and plunging 
into individual competition, producers 
will be able to dictate terms to them 
at no long distant day. 

The first move was 50 per cent 
wage cuts—the second a central cast- 
ing bureau run by and for pro- 
ducers. The third ... to smash the 
wage scale of the lesser—or technical 
employe of cinema world. 


Yet one man made a million profit 
last vear after all expenses were paid 
~—and made it under these same condi- 
tions which put other studios in the 
red. Made it with cameramen getting 
their union wage and with actors and 
actresses being paid what they asked 
—writers given what they were worth 
and his executives getting a fair. pro- 
portion of profit. 

“How come you made money when 
everyone else failed to do so last 
year?” I asked Harry Cohn. 

Blunf, nervous, more temperamen- 
tal than any of the actors and au- 
thors he employs, Harry Cohn 
jumped to his feet. 

“Two things,” he roared, “no long 
list of contract players and no thea- 
ters.” 

Everyone works on the Cohn lot— 
there are no 15 authors to a story— 
no long list of relatives sitting 
around trying to look important while 
they collect enormous salaries—no 
elaborate shenanigans and flim-flam. 
Story conferences often sound like 
dog fights—everyone hollers at the 
top of his lungs and the fellow who 
yells the loudest often gets ahead be- 
cause he’s sure of his idea or he 
couldn’t get up the nerve and the 
strength to bellow about it. 

When Harry Cohn wants to make 
a picture he casts it exactly as a 
New York producer does. He goes 
out and gets such players as are

There are 
thousands of them—tbhe world’s great- 
est entertainment market—and he al- 
ways manages to find someone to fill 
the bill. Because he makes money, the 
studie which he directs can pick up 
some pretty high class talent on some 
of our most important lots hereabouts.
